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OUR TOWN 


Friday, May 24, 1946 


“Our Town,” a three-act play by Thornton Wilder, was presented by the Drama 2 Class of R. U. H. S. on Friday 


night, May 24, 1946. 


The plot of the play was different from any play presented at Richmond High School. 


In the first act the author outlines the history of the town, Grover’s Corners, and something of the character of 
the citizens. Then he carries you into the houses of the Gibbs and Webb families, substantial homes containing substan- 
tial folks. You arrive at breakfast time and are carried through one entire day in the lives of these good people. 


The second act concerns the love affair between young George Gibbs and little Emily Webb, and thus culminates 


in a wedding scene. 


In the third act the audience is led to the cemetery on the hill, where many of the townspeople are patiently and 
smilingly awaiting not “Judgment” but greater understanding. Into their midst is led the bride, a little timid at first, a 
little wishful to go back to life, to live again with her memories. She is shown how impossible, how futile it is to return. 
The past cannot be relived. Truth is to be found only in the future. 


The entire play is carried out with little or no stage properties.

On November 15, 1945, the Oiler varsity cagers 
opened their season against the Oakland Boys Club. De- 
feating the opponent 31-27, the Oilers held the lead 
throughout the entire contest. Hoff and Kamb led the 
scoring with 10 digits each. 


The next game was with Acalanes. Richmond barely 
nosed out a victory with a final score of 21-20. Kamb 
took the honors with 9 points. 


The Oilers next played Crockett and Richmond de- 
feated the opponent to the tune of 27-21. Pocekay, Hoff 
and Stanford were the high point men. 


The Richmond vs. Mt. Diablo game ended with the 
Oilers victorious, 25-16. 


The first team to defeat the Oilers was Vallejo with 
a score of 35-31. 


The following week the Oilers won a close one, 32-31, 
against San Rafael. The return game with Crockett was 
an even game with the Oilers defeating them 20-17. A 
week later the Oilers traveled to Napa and the opponent 
defeated Richmond, 28-22. 


The team came back the next week and defeated St. 
Marys, 35-28. The next encounter was with Commerce 
High School of San Francisco. The Oilers took the short 
end of a 35-31 score. 


On January 8 the Oilers defeated Hayward, 30-17, 
in the first league game. 


The following week the Oiler cagers played one of 
their best games of the season against the California 
Frosh. Richmond not only beat the Frosh, 28-24, but also 
won the satisfaction of being the only prep team in the 
Bay Area to defeat the California team 


A few days later the confident Oilers came back and 
defeated El Cerrito, 32-22. But the Berkeley team de- 
feated Richmond a few days later with a score of 43-33. 


Again the following week the Oilers lost. This time 
Alameda defeated Richmond, 38-19. This was the worst 
margin of defeat of the season. The 30-21 score handed 
Richmond by Albany does not indicate what a close 
game it was. Both teams were tied until the closing 
minutes. 


On February 5 the Oilers went into their second 
session of A. C. A. L. competition and defeated Hayward, 
34-27. A week later the team defeated the Alumni, 32-29. 


The next engagement was with the El Cerrito Gauchos. 
The Oilers came home with the honors and defeated 
the opponent, 20-18. Larry Hoff tipped the ball in the 
bucket in the third over-time. 


With three straight wins in the second session of 
A. C. A. L. competition, the Richmond Oilers tackled the 
Berkeley Yellowjackets and were defeated by the thin 
margin of 47-41. 


After the Berkeley defeat, the somewhat depressed 
Oilers lost three straight contests, one to Piedmont, 48-28, 
one to Albany, 33-28, and the last game of the season 
to Alameda, 26-24. 


Although it can’t be said that the Oilers out-played 
every team they met during the season, it can be said 
that the members of the team fought every opponent. 


Height and experience was a great asset to the opposing 
teams during the season. No member of the Richmond 


squad stands over 6 feet while many times the members 
of the opposite team stood over 6 foot 3 inches and 
6 foot 4 inches.
